and Tory: -That the Tories being then the ſupe- 
rior Power, ruled over them without Moderation, 
not permitting them to have the leaſt Influence in 
the Choice of Repreſentatives. Theſe were Evils 
tad enough: But it is greatly to be feared, that 
by running at. preſent into an oppoſite Extreme, 
we -ſhall N on ſtill greater: It being apparent 
to every thinking, conſiderate Man, that Repub- 
lican Whiggiſm is fraught with more miſchievous 
Conſequences, even than munarchical Toryiſm, 
Indeed, to ſpeak the Truth, moderate Whigs and 
moderate Tories, as Rayis has juſtly obſerved, 
are the beſt Friends to the Conſtitution both in 
Church and State.; nay, that they both mean the 


| ſame Thing, tho' they expreſs themſelves diffe- 


rently: Whereas Republican Whiggiſm is the ſworn 
Enemy cf both Parts of the Conſtitution. It has 
already produced the worſt of Tyranny in theſe 
Kingdoms; and is now inceſſantly at work to pro- 
duce the like again. A known Fact it is, that the 
Tyranny of a Republican Government is of all 
others the moſt oppreſſive, the molt intolerable ; 
and ſurely, the moſt provoking. 

But to return :—After the Whigs had long de- 
liberated what Courſe to take for extricating the 


Qity from ſuch numerous Difficulties, and for ſet- 


ting themſelves free from ſuch a mortifying Sub- 
jection to their fellow Citizens, they at laſt re- 
ſolved to apply to a Gentleman, whom they all 
knew by Character to be the very Perſon they 
wanted; tho* few, very few had perſonal Ac- 
quaintance with him. He had diftinguiſhed him- 
ſelf, among many other Inſtances, by moving for, 
and ſupporting a Bill for naturalizing foreign Pro- 
teſtants, and by oppoſing a famous Act, which 
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he judged to be unfavourable to Population. In 
the Courſe of the firſt he had been applied to by 
the Whigs of mare to preſent their Petition in 
its Favour, He had been equally forward and 
diſtinguiſhed in the Bills for opening the Levant, 
and African Trade, and in his Attempts to free 
Hud/on's Bay from a pitiful monopolizing Com- 
pany. In all theſe Meaſures he had been alſo ap- 
plied to from Briſtol, with Directions to their 
* in London to be guided and poo by his 
Advice. He had, fingly and unapplied to, oppoſed 
a Bill for importing French Wines in foreign Bottles, 
moved for by the. Earl of Hit.5BoRoOUGH, ſe- 
conded by Mr, Fox, countenanced by the Mini- 
ſters, and vehemently preſſed by all the fine Gene- 
men of the Houſe of Commons: which upon his 
ſingle Speech, was refuſed the uſual Indulgence of 
2 brought in and read a firſt Time. In ſhort 
his eftabliſhed Character was, That he was a Man 
** of Knowledge, and great oratorical Powers, which 
© he choſe chiefly to exert in Behalf of thoſe great 
% national Points, Population, Freedom of Trade 
„% and Extention of Commerce; that he was a 
«*« continual and a ſucceſsful Advocate for the Out- 
% Ports, when their own Members remained 
% filent, never failing to oppoſe the monopolizing 
«« Schemes of the City of Lenden; and that he was 
„heard with peculiar Pleaſure and Attention, 
© when ſpeaking on his favourite Topics of Trade 
„ and Navigation. It was alſo further obſerred 
concerning him, that he was fixt and ſteady in 
* his Principles, intrepid in his Undertakings, 
„ fincere in his Attachments, and moſt indefati- 
« gable to ſerve his Friends: And, to crown all, 
* that he was a Favourite beth with the King, 
and with his Miniſters, by whom he was ap- 
* pointed a Lord of the Treaſury.”

This Gentleman was therefore invited by 2 nu- 
| merous Party of the Citizens to come to Br:fol, to 
2; iS ſtand a Candidate at the approaching Election, as 

he was before by the Town of Liverpool. But tho“ 

they (the Briftolians) wanted his Support and Aſ- 
fiſtance ſo very much; though they alſo knew that 

he ſtoad in no Need of theirs, having a Borough of 

his own, and a moſt ample Fortune; yet when 
they came to Explanationg and to ſettle Prelimina- 

ries, they propoſed to ſtipulate with him for a very 
large Sum of Money towards defraying the Expen- 
ces of a Conteſt. This Treatment, by degrading 

him into the Rank of a common Adventurer, or 
mere Borough-Hunter, was not likely to inſpire 

| ham with any favourable Ideas of the Propoſers. 
: And it is eaſy to conceive, that a Man of his Spi- 

rit, Fortune, and Independence did not heſitate to 
reject the Propoſition with ſome Degree of Indig - 
- nation. The Whigs had then no other Alterna- 
| tive, but either to Abmit to his own Terms, or to 
| ſeek for another Candidate and Protector, or to con- 
tinue in Subjection to the fame Party, who had fo 

long oppreſſed them.” Another Candidate equal to 

Rim in Abilities, Influence, and Power was not ea- 

fily to be found. In conſequence of which a Depu- 

tation of ſome of their principal Merchants was Ent 

to him in London, to apologize for what was paſt, 

and to offer him a Carte — for the future. 

The Manner of hie Canvas, after he engaged to 

trnd, many of us can well remember. And I 
- will add, that there was not a Perſon then ſo blind, 
or ſo partial, but both ſaw and acknowledged, 
that the happy Termination of the Conteſt was 
greatly owing, both to his extenſive Intereſt, and 
alſo to his engaging perſonal Addreſs. Among 
other Arguments then ſucceſsfully urged — oy 
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| himſelf, and by his Friends, one, which had the 


greateſt Effect, was this, that the Whig-Party did 
not ſeek for Victory, but Independence; therefore 
would be content with one Member only: Conſe- 
quently that all the Diſturbances given to the Peace 
of this City, and all the Animoſities, Rancour, 
and Diſtractions occaſioned thereby, were entirely 
to be laid to the oppoſite Party, for not conſenting 
to ſo reaſonable a Propoſal. We have fince ſeen, 
how well ſome Whigs remembered this Doctrine, 
when it came to their own Turn to practiſe it. 

But whatever others might do, Mr. NuctsT 
always choſe to act an uniform, conſiſtent Part: 
Immediately on his Election, he declared that 
from hence-forward he would conſider himſelf to 
be, as in Duty bound, the common Repreſentative 
of all, tho' he was elected by one Party only. And 
when the Whigs on the Death of Mr, RicnARD 
Becxror, ſet up another Candidate, viz. Mr. 
now Earl SypExncer; contrary to the Declaration 
they had ſo lately made; it is well known, that Mr. 
NucexT diſapproved and diſcountenanced that 
Meaſure, Nor could it ſurpriſe thoſe who knew, 
as many did, that at his on Election, he had re- 
fuſed the preſſing Solicitations of his then over- 
zealous Friends to admit his Son, the late Colonel 
NuGEenT, to be his Colleague: He ſtood ſingle, and 
was then NucenT only; He went further, and 


expreſſed his Wiſhes, towards the Cloſe of that 


Election, when the Balance could be caſt by his 
Party in Favour of either of the two:oppoſing Can- 
didates, that it ſhould be made favourable to him 


who was moſt a ble to the adverſe Side. 


The ſecond Conteſt ending, as it ought, in the 
Defeat of the Whigs, they, taught and —

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and Impartiality, Animoſities on both ſides ſubſid- 
ed, and a Reconciliation enſued amongſt the Citi- 
zens, which led to a ſolemn Agreement between the 
Agents of both Parties, that the Candidate to be f 
named by one, ſhould be ſupported by the other, 
during three ſucceſſive Parliaments ; which Com- 

2Q was univerſally acquieſced in, and acknow- 

ledged by five unanimous Elections and Re-elec- 
tions of Mr. NucenT, named by the Whigs, and 
by two Elections, one of Sir [ANR ET SmiTH, f 
the other of Mr. BaickpaLe, named by the 2 
Tories. One Parliament ſtill remained to com- 1 
puleat the Term of that Agreement, when a great 
Majority of the Whigs departed from their En- 
gagement, and, naming at firſt two Candidates, 
named a Third upon Lord Clare's withdrawing ( 
from a Conteſt in which he was ſare of ſucceſs. — 11 
What his Motives were require no Explanation. 4 
I ſhall now return to our late noble Repreſen- 1 
tative, in that Character which he invariably ß 
maintained from the Day of his firſt Election, A 
« The unwearied Advocate for the Freedom of 5 
. Trade, the faithful Repreſentative and Pro- 
, tector of the City of Briſtol, the zealous Pro- 
«© moter of its internal Proſperity, and a generous 
© and impartial Benefactor to its liftreſſed and de- 

« cayed Citizens.” 

During a twenty Years Repreſentation, he had 
many Opportunities. of diſplaying himſelf under 
each of theſe Deſcriptions. Let us therefore ſee, 

what he did, and how he ated, on ſuch a Variety 
- of Occafions. | 

It would be endleſs to recount all the Laws in 
which he bore a principal Part during this long 
Period : But ſome there are, which ſo ſtrongly bear 
his Mark and Signature, that it would be flagrant 
Injuſtice not to mention them at the preſent Junc- 
| * dure. 
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tare. His grand Syſtem ever was, to provide 
Plenty of Food for the Poor, and Plenty of Work 
for the Induſtrious. With this View he was ever 
watchful over the price of Corn, that Staff of Life, 
Thereſore whenever the rate began to riſe above a 
moderate Pitch, he uſed to propoſe firſt to ſtop the 
Stills at Home, and then the Exportation Abroad, 
and laſt of all to admit of an Importation Duty free, 
And as the private Intereſt of a few Individuals, 
and the imaginary Intereſts of landed Gentlemen, 
often led them to oppoſe theſe ſalatary Meaſures, 
{ſo that he could obtain only emperary Prohibitions, 
or temperary Admiſſions for a very ſhort Space of 
Time) he has been known to have ſollicited, and 
to have obtained, through Dint of Importunity and 
Perſeverance, two Bills in the ſame Seſſion for ſto 
ping the Diſtillation of Corn, and two more for 
nting the Exportation of it. The like Diffi- 
culties he had frequently to ſtruggle with, and at 
laſt overcame in reſpe& to the Admiſſion of live 
Stock from Ireland, alſo of Salt Proviſions, Butter, 
Lard, and Tallow from the ſame Country, Rice 
and other Eatables from America, and at laſt Corn 
and Flour from every Country with which we had 
any Intercourſe, Such a Number of Taxes, all 
on the immediate Neceſſaries of Life, were all 
taken off, principally by the Care and Diligence, 
the Intereſt, Influence, and Addreſs of one Man. 
Next to a Plenty of Food, his conſtant Aim was 
to provide Plenty of Materials for Labour and In- 
duſtry, Wherever it was in his Power ſo to do. 
Here therefore the famous Bill for importing Bar- 
Iron from Nerth America muſt occur to the Mind of 
every Perſon intelligent in theſe Matters. The 
Obſtinacy of the Iron Maſters, and of ſome 
Country Gentlemen, Proprietors of Woods, in op- 
poſing this Bill, was almok incredible. And * 
0 


obtained a double national Advantage by the good

of thoſe, who now appear to be the warmeſt Par- 
tizans for North- America, in Oppoſition to the an- 
tient and /zga/ Claims of the Mother Country, were 
at that juncture the loudeſt in their Exclamations 
inſt the Colonies, when an American Intereſt 
ſeemed (thotgt only /cemed.) to claſh with their own, 
However, through the indefatigable Zeal of Mr, 
NucexT, the Bill ſucceeded in Spite of all Op- 

ſition both of the City of London“, of the Iron 
Maſters, and of the Proprietors of Wood Lands. 
"And the paſſing of it into a Law was attended with 
ſuch fortunate Circumſtances, as the ſagacious Au- 
thor himſelf (it muſt be frankly acknowledged) 


Could not then foreſee. The Iron Maſters were 


greatly alarmed at the Event, perhaps as much as if 
their All had been at Stake. And therefore they re- 
ſolved to renew thoſe Experiments, which had ſo 
often failed for upwards of Sixty Years preceding; 
Experiments, I mean, for making Bar Iron with 
Coke or Coal Cinders, inſtead of Wood Charcoal. 
Afﬀeer various Trials, they at laſt hit upon a proper 
Method of coking Coal; and the Quantity of Bar 
Iron now made with Coke or Coal Cinders, inſtead 


of Wood-Charcoal (Iron as good as any for coarſe 


Work) is become great beyond — — ; at 
the ſame Time that the Quantity of Bar Iron im- 
rted from Amerita for Goods of a ſuperior Qua- 
ity, is increaſing every Year. And thus there is 


Effects of one lingle, but truly patriotic Act of Par- 
Hament. The Manufacture is now grown, 


and is ſtill growing, to be one of the moſt conſide- 
rable and extenſive in the whole Kingdom; and 
City of Brifl is particularly benefited in every 
Before the Paſſing of this Law; the Importation of Bat 
Iron from Americe wes confined to Londen only. '

Reſpect, both by the Imports, and Exports of Iron, 
and of Iron Manufactures, 

Another Inſtance of Mr. NucenT's Czre both 
to provide raw Materials, and alſo of his Vigilance 
in preventing the Monopolizing of them by the 
City of London, was viſtble in the Caſe of the 
Bounty upon Indico. He ſtrongly concurred in 
granting a large Bounty on the Importation of this 
uſeful Ingredient for Dying, in order to — 
its Growth and Cultivation in the Colonies. The 
London Merchants, Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, did the like: But mark the difference of their 
Views! The Londoners did it with a view of confin- 
ing the Bounty to ſuch Indico, as ſhould be im- 
123 only into the Port of Zongon: By which 

eaſure they would inevitably have monopolized 
the whole Commodity to themſelves, together with 
every Article dependent on it: And the Growth 
and Cultivation of it muſt neceſſarily have been 
erampt in the Colonies. But altho' their Plot was 
ſo artfully diſguiſed under the plauſible Pretence of 
Zeal to prevent Frauds and Impoſitions, that their 
Scheme was on the Point of ſucceeding, Mr. Ny- 
GENT detected their Artifices, expoſed their real 
Views to the Houſe, and ſet forth the Injury which 
would be done thereby, not only to Briſfol and the 
other Out- Ports, but alſo to the Nation in general, 
and to the Colonies in particular. 

Something ſimilar to this Affair happened more 
than once in the Caſe of Trading to the Coaſt of 
Africa : Several Attempts were made by the late 
Mr. 1 BecxForÞ» and others to confine 
this Trade to a joint-ſtock Company: And as of- 
ten as they were made, ſo often were theſe At- 
tempts defeated thro 'the Vigilance of Mr. Nu- 
GENT. |

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In ſhort, it would be tedious to recount every 
Inſtance of this Kind. Suffice it to ſay, once for 
all, That whenever any Schemes were carrying on 
to engroſs Sugars, or Tobacco, or any other Com- 
modity, ander Colour of Law; or whenever any 
undue Preference was attempted to be given to the 
Port of Londen; Mr. NuctxT was ever on the 


Watch, acting the Part of a faithful Sentinel to 


the Out-Ports in general, and to the City of Bri- 


fol in particular, by giving the Alarm, and put- 
ting them on their Guard. Mr. Nuo ENT (who 
ſoon afterwards was, I think, created Lord CLAR E) 
was one of the Original Planners and Conductors 
of the Bill for eſtabliſhing Free Ports in the - 
Indian Iſlands.

Deeds. As a Lover of Order, Sobriety, 

and Induſtry, he was ever averſe from thoſe Ex-

| which produce Drunkenneis, Riot, and Idleneſs ; 
! ga andas an Enemy to Corruption he never bribed an 
1 Elector: He neither baaght, nor ſold a Seat in Par- 
| | liament. Choſen fix Times by the uopurchaſed 
—_ Votes of the Citizens of Rrifol, he as frankly gave 
a} his unpurchaſed Intereſt to his Succeſſors at Sd. 
Mzawts, where almoſt every Houſe is his Property. 
| But altho' he grudged a drunken Treat to the Popu- 
| 
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lace of Briſtol, he did not ſpare Expence for lauda- 

ble Putpoſes. He gave large Donations to the In- 

firmary, to the Church in King's; Food, the Bridge, 

| and to the Library: He was the largeſt private Sub- 

ſcriber to the New Street, now called Clare-Street 

| after his Name; and was the firſt to offer a Reward 

| of ſome Hundred Pounds for diſcovering the Mur- 
derers of Mrs. RuscouBe. In reſpect to the Poor

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the Importation of a Cargo of Wheat, to be diſtri- 
uted among them. 'The Ship indeed was taken 
y the Enemy ; but his intended Charity was not 
the leſs. At another Time he propoſed a Bounty 
on the Importation of Grain into the Port of 
Briſtol: The Magiſtrates approved of and joined 
cordially in the Meaſure: So that the City of 
Briſtol (inſtead of being itſelf ſupplied from the 


inland Counties) became the Granary for ſupply- 


ing both the Weſtern Parts of Exgland, and alſo 


the Southern Parts of Walks, which otherwiſe 


might have felt a ſevere Famine, He had likewiſe 
planned, a ſimilar Scheme for the Importation of 
Salt Provifions, and for making the City of Briſtol 
a Kind of Magazine for the adjacent Counties. 
This appears from his excellent Letter addreſſed 
to Mr. Mayor, dated Newember 23, 1767. In 
Support of which Plan, he offers the liberal Con- 
tributions of his Purſe, as well as his Advice. 
But, for ſome Reaſon or other, this benevolent 
Scheme did not take Effect. As to freſh Proviſions; 
he joined heartily in a Scheme propoſed to him of 
rendering them cheaper by private Subſcriptions, 
Laſtly, as he had ſo often been the Means of ſup- 
plying the Poor with Food of various Kinds, he 
tkewiſe, at a bitter inclement Seaſon, gave libe- 
rally towards ſupplying them with Coals ; altho' 
for ſome Time the Name of the Donor remained 
concealed, | 1 

In reſpect to his private Charitier I ſhall ſay no- 
thing particularly or perſonally about them. Cer- 
tain it is, that he gave munificently to many dil- 
treſſed .

Emergencies, and that he allowed ſtated Penſions 
to others,

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happened about three Months ago. And as this 
Circumſtance exhibited a Scene of Humanity and 
Benevolence, worthy, not only of the general Ap- 
plauſe, but alſo of public Imitation, I will gratify 
the Reader by a Recital of it. 

Lord CLAR E, in the Month of September, after 
a narrow Eſcape from Shipwreck, in his intended 
Paſſage from Cork to 7, was driven into the 
Port of Padftow in Cornwall. As ſoon as helanded, 
tho' much fatigued and very fick, yet having heard, 
that a ſhip laden with Sugars was caſt away on the 
Coaſt about 15 Miles diſtant, he diſpatched an 
Officer with as many Men as he could muſter (be- 
twen 20 and zo) to protect her from the Violence 
of thoſe Barbarians of the Country, who were af- 
ſembled in great Numbers to ſeize on their Prey. 
To this Purpoſe he offered ample Rewards to all 
who ſhould aſſiſt the ſoldiers in the ſame good 
Work; and he particularly ſummoned his own 
Tenants in the Neighbourhood to join in the Pro- 
tection of the diſtreſſed, and the Preſervation of 
their Property. By theſe vigorous Mea(ures, much 
of the Ship and Cargo was ſaved from Pillage. She 

ed to be a very valuable one; and belonged to 
Perſons of Note in Briffol. 

With this remarkable Scene of Goodneſs, and 
Generoſity ended Lord CLare's Parliamentary 
Connections with our City: For the Parliament 
was ſoon after diſſolved. And what happened 
ſince had better be forgot (if it can be forgot) 
than repeated. However, as the Officer, whom 
bis Lordſhip employed on this Occaſion, diſcharged

After a Review of all theſe Things, it is not to 
be wondered at, that Lord CLAANE's Ardour and 
Succeſs in the Service of Briſtol thould be, as they 
are, acknowledged by all, even by thoſe who 


-would gladly with-hold the Tribute of Praiſe due 
to his Merit; and that his more zealous Friends 
. ſhould aſcribe to his Services a large Proportion of 
. the growing Proſperity of Briſſol, viſibly and ra- 


pidly increafing within that Period, beyond what 
was ever experienced in the ſame Number of 
Years. Exports and Imports almoſt doubled, Quays: 
and Docks again and again enlarged, yet ſtill too 
ſmall for her preſent Shipping ; private Houſes and 


public Edifices built, rebuilt, or beautified ; Bridges 


erected, Streets opened, paved, and lighted ;- more 
numerous and ſplendid Equipages encreafing every 
Day; and, in ſhort, Wealth in every Reſpect roll- 
ing in to her Port with a ſwelling Tide :---Theſe 
Things certainly mark that happy ra, when 
no public Diſaſter happened to deform the 
Scene, or to ſour, - it often does, . the —_

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of Men, againſt their beſt Friends and Benefactors, 
and incline them to wiſh for Change. Yet with 
all theſe Circumſtances, favourable to CARB 


Popularity, it is truly ſurprizing, that in the Courſe 
of upwards of twenty Years, during which Time 
CLarE was intruſted with the Nomination to 
every Place and Employment in the Diſpoſal of 
Government, within the City of Briſpol, a very few 
Inftances excepted, ſtill fewer Complaints, if any, 
have been made by diſappointed Candidates or 
their Friends, of undue Preferences given to their 
ſucceſsful Competitors.

Perſons under theſe ſeveral Deſcriptions were 
ſure of a ready, and, in moſt Inſtances, a ſucceſsful 
Advocate in Lord Craxs. Ingratitude he, no 
Doubt, - met with, and chiefly from thoſe, and the 
Friends of thoſe, who, in the Diſcharge of their 
official Duties, did leaſt Credit to his Appoint- 
ment. But however heavy that diſgraceful Ch

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juſtly falls upon ſome, there are thoſe who, under 
eat Obligations, have more than repaid them in 
is Eſtimation, by their Abilities, Integrity, and 
every Return of cordial Friendſhip; and many, 
who never received, becauſe they never applied for 
any Favours, have continued, or become, from 
ſtrenuous Adverſaries, ſome of his ſtauncheſt and 
moſt faithful Friends. Under the laſt Part of this 
Deſcription may be ranged almoſt the whole Body 
of Citizens, called Tories at Lord CLARE“s firſt 
Election. ö 
In Confirmation of his impartial Attention to 
Merit, it is obſervable, for the Honour of his 
Choice, and in Praiſe of his late Conſtituents, that 
altho' it muſt be confeſſed, all have not proved 
themſelves equally able and diligent in Office, and 
altho' all recommended by him were either Brifol- 
Men, or who bore ſome relation to Briſfol, not one 
hath ſuffered from the many ſtrict enquiries into their 
Conduct, which proved fatal to ſome of their Fel- 
lows, recommended by other Patrons from other 
Counties, before Lord CLare repreſented Briftel.
